The Table of Initial Isolation and Protetive Action Distances suggests distances useful to protect
people from spili areas involving hazardous materials that produce poisonous effects when inhaled.
The Table provides first responders with initial guidance until technically qualified emergency response
personnel are available. Distances show areas likely to be affected during the first 30 minutes after
materials are spilled and could increase with time.

The Initial Isolation Zone defines an area AROUND the incident (including upwind) in which
persons may be exposed to life threatening concentrations of material. The Protective Action Zone
defines an area DOWNWIND of the incident in which persons may become incapacitated and unable to
take protective action and/or incur serious or irreversible health effects. The Table provides specific
guidance for small and large spills and conditions generally prevailing during day or night.

HOW TO USE THE TABLE OF ISOLATION AND PROTECTIVE ACTION DISTANCES

Determine if the incident involves a SMALL or LARGE spill and if DAY or NIGHT. Generally a
SMALL SPILL is one which involves a single, small package (i.e., up to a 55 gallon drum), small cylinder,
or a smail leak from a large package. A LARGE SPILL is one which involves a spill from a large
package, or multiple spills from many small packages. DAY is any time after sunrise and before sunset.

NIGHT is any time between sunset and sunrise. nitiad Isolation
Look up the initial ISOLATION - ]
distance. Direct all persons to move, in g‘i';lgt:gglaﬂon

an upwind or crosswind direction, away
from the spill to the specified
distance--in feet.

Next, look up the initial PROTECTIVE ACTION DISTANCE shown in the Table. For a given
hazardous material, spill size, and whether day or night, the Table gives the distance--in miles-
downwind for which protective actions should be considered. For practical purposes, the Protective
Action Zone (i.e., the area in which people are at risk of harmful exposure) is a square, whose length
and width are the same as the downwind distance shown in the Table.

Adjusting distances for a specific incident involves many interdependent variables and should be
made by personnel technically qualified to make such adjustments. The hazardous material in question,
the population threatened and weather conditions will all affect protective action distances.
